There is one, holy, Roman Catholic ° 
Church, right? Wrong! As a matter of 
fact, in the San Bernardino and San 
Diego dioceses there are four Eastern- 
rite parishes which are part of the 
same universal church as the more 
than 170 Roman or Latin-rite parishes 
in the two dioceses. 


Although they receive little or no 
attention in religious education 
classes in Roman Catholic’ parishes, 
there are five other main rites or 
traditions among the Eastern Catholic 
Churches. 


THESE RITES—Alexandrian, 
Antiochean, Byzantine, Chaldean and 
Armenian, and the cultural 
subdivisions of each, making about 
20 Eastern rites—originated mostly in 
Eastern Europe and the Middle East. 
They are aligned with the Roman 
papacy, acknowledging the pope as 
their supreme head. 

They have distinctive liturgies and 
customs based on their ethnic 

. traditions, but still adhere to the 
teachings of the Universal Church. 


Christianity spread from Jerusalem 
to Antioch, Alexandria, Rome and 
Constantinople. The missionaries 
preached the truths of the Christian 
faith and administered the seven 


-....Sacraments in the language and - 


within the customs and traditions of 
the people of that area. 
JERUSALEM, Antioch, Alexandria 
and Constantinople became the 
Eastern centers and Rome _ the 
Western center of Christianity. As 
these centers sent out their 
missionaries, the new Christians 
became decendents of the Western or 
Eastern Christianity depending on 
what center the missionary was from. 


There was one Universal Church 
with unity in the faith, the sacraments 
and the teaching body. However, the 
Eastern Church preserved its own 
liturgy and ruled its churches with 
special canons (church laws) 
different from the Roman Church. In 
fact, celebrating mass in the 
vernacular has always been the 
tradition of the Eastern-rite churches. 


For one reason or another, almost 
all the Eastern churches broke from 
Rome between the llth and 14th 
centuries and followed their own 
paths. They were called Orthodox. 


THROUGH THE YEARS some of the 
Eastern-rites reconciled with the 
Roman papacy and now compose the 
Eastern Catholic churches. 

But the ones that did not are still 
called Orthodox and are still 
separated from the Catholic Church 
mainly over the primacy of the pope. 
Their liturgies, practices and beliefs 
are essentially the same as their 
brethen united with Rome. 

Each Eastern Catholic rite is 
headed by a patriarch, subject to the

pope, whose patriarchate covers all 
dioceses of his rite. There are several 
Eastern-rite Sees in the United States, 
most covering a large geographical 
area or the entire nation. 


. BUT THEIR NUMBERS are still 
small compared to the Roman 
Catholics in the United States. 


The Eastern-rite parishes inthe San 
Diego diocese are Holy Angels, 
Byzantine, and Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help, Ukrainian, both in San Diego, 
and St. Peter, Chaldean, in El Cajon. In 
the San Bernardino diocese there is 
St. Nicholas, Byzantine, in Fontana. 


Father Joseph Radvansky is pastor 
of Holy Angels, whose new church 
stands above Interstate 805, just 
north of the Interstate 8 interchange. 


The new Holy Angels Church 
reflects the philosophy of Byzantine- 
rite churches, which are images of the 
future world of renewed unity 
between. God and man. 


THE WALLS AND ceilings are filled 
with large, colorful icons (religious 
paintings), many depicting the 
salvation history—Christ’s sojourn on 
earth. A huge icon of Christ is on a 
slanted ceiling above the sanctuary 
and is the central icon in the church. 


__ An icon screen (iconastasis) with 
images of Christ, the Blessed Mother 


and the Saints on’ it, is situated — 


“bewtween the altar and the 
congregation with double gates in the 
middle. 


“The gates provide a distinction 
between the heavenly reality and 
earthly reality,” Father Radvansky 
explained. 


“WHEN THE GATES are open it 
helps bring the congregation to the 
divine mysteries,” he added. 


Father Victor Herberth, pastor of St. 
Nicholas, attributes many of the post- 
Vatican Il changes to Eastern 
spirituality, such as the restoration of 
the Christian initiation with the 
catechumenate (stages of training for 
a person desiring to be received into 
the church). 


THEIR LITURGY has always 
emphasized community worship and 
has been celebrated in the 
vernacular, Father Herberth said. 


Although Slovanic is the vernacular 
for the Byzantine rite, masses at St. 
Nicholas and most at Holy Angels are 
celebrated in English. Masses on the 
second and fifth Sundays of each 
month are in Slovanic at Holy Angels. 


Holy Angels and St. Nicholas 
parishes, both founded by Father 
William Levkulic in 1958, are in the 
Byzantine Rite Eparchy (Diocese) of 
Parma, Ohio, headed by Bishop Emil 
J. Mihalik. 

A SUBDIVISION OF the Byzantine 
tradition is Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
Ukrainian-rite parish, San Diego, with 
Father Michael Kurylo, pastor.

The parish, which has 35 families, 
was founded in 1960. 


Parishioners purchased a church 
building from a Protestant 
denomination in 1966 and renovated 
the outside and inside to conform as 
much as possible to the Ukrainian 
tradition. 


Ukrainian Catholics, who compose 
the largest number of Eastern 
Catholics, originated from the Ukrain 
region of what is now Russia. 


THE UKRAINIAN people accepted 
Christianity in 988 and with the 
exception of the omission of one small 
litany, the liturgy has remained the 
same to this day, said Father Kurylo. 


Masses are celebrated in Slovanic,

The fifth Eastern Rite church in the 
area is St. Peter Chaldean parish in el

Most of Father Kattoula’s 250 
families—99 percent to be exact— 
originated in lraq (Mesopotamia) in 
the Middle East. 

THE LITURGICAL language of the 
Chaldean rite is Aramaic, Father 
Kattoula said, although the people 
speak a colloquial Aramaic and the 
language of the country they are from, 
which is Arabic for Iraqis. The 
Chaldean rite is also followed by 
Catholics of Iran, Syria, Lebanon and 
Turkey.

_ “Catholics are not born, 
they are made’.

SAN DIEGO—“Catholics are not born; 
they are made,” according to a team 
member of a recent institute on the 
restored concept of Christian initiation 
held at the University of San Diego. 

“Becoming a Catholic is matter of 
initiation,” said Father Dennis Brodeur, an 
associate pastor and a theology professor 
at the University of Rhode Island. 


CHRISTIAN INITIATION involves stages 
of training for growth in the faith, including 
reception of the three public sacraments 
of initiation—baptism, first communion, 
confirmation—plus an ongoing period of 
deepening the Christian experience and 
entering more fully into the community of

the faithful after the sacraments have 
been received. This process is called the 
catechumenate. 

Father Brodeur was part of a four- 
person team, led by the internationally- 
known religious educator, Belgium-born 
Dr. Christiane Brusselmans, that 
conducted the Institute for the Christian 
Initiation of Children, July 15-20, and the 
Institute for the Christian Initiation of 
Adults, July 8-13. 

The institutes provided catechumenate 
models for adults and children entering 
the church or completing their initiation. 


THE CENTURIES-OLD concept of 
Christian initiation was restored by

Vatican Council II in the early 1960s. In 
1974 a provisional text of the Rite of 
Christian Initiation of Adults, prepared by 
the Vatican Congregation for Divine 
Worship, was published by the United 


States Catholic Conference. 


The rite, approved by the late Pope Paul 
VI, prescribes the stages or periods of 
appropriate formation and the liturgical 
rites which “sanctify” and initiate the 
candidate into these stages. 


Dr. Brusselmans said the catechu- 
menate or the stages of Christian initiation 
were practiced in the early church but 
declined and were reversed in the sixth 
century. 


THE REVERSAL resulted in the practice 
of “adults who joined th church being 
administered the sacraments before 
being evangelized and catechized (taught 
their religious faith). And the same thing 
happened with children,” she said. 


They were -baptized indiscriminately, 
that is without determining if there was a 
faith development in the child’s family, 
she explained. 


Father Brodeur attributed the decline to 
the church's acceptance that most people 
were Christian and “that society could 
sustain the whole faith development 
process,” which it did to some extent, but 
not enough, he said. 


IN RESTORING Christian initiation, 
Vatican I! also stressed the Christian 
community's role and responsibility inthe 
process of initiating a candidate into the 
church. 


Victoryknoll Sister Eva Maria Sanchez, a 
team member and director of the Child 
and Family Department of the religious 
education office for the San Bernardino 
diocese, said: 


“In the past the church’s attitude 
seemed totell the new Christian, ‘You have 
received the sacraments and now you are 
on your own,’ which was the sacramental 
experience for a lot of us. 


“IN THE CATECHUMENATE, what we 
are telling the candidates are, ‘We (priests, 
catechists, community) will journey 
through this experience with you. And 
once you receive the sacraments, we will 
keep on journeying; searching and 
growing together,” Sister Eva Maria said. 


“The core issue is really conversion 
in both the Christian initiation of adults 
and children. And somehow the 
conversion the catechumen (candidate 
for Christian initiation) is going through, 
whether he be an adult or child, ripples off 
on those who surround him,” Dr. 
Brusselmans said.

ANAHEIM—If you wantto 
renew your parish, don't 
give the people the charis- 
matic renewal or some 
other movement, give them 
Jesus, an_ Episcopalian 
priest told more than 
10,000 persons here 
recently at the eighth Cath- 
olic Renewal Convention of 
the Southern California 
Communities (SCRC). 

During a mass celebrat- 
ed by Archbishop Jean 
Jadot, apostolic delegate to 
the United States, and 
Cardinal Timothy Manning,

All the military might of a Communist 
government could not stop Pope John 
Paul Il from visiting Poland, but it seems 
the extremists of Northern Ireland have 
stopped him from visiting Ulster. 

The Rev. lan Paisley threatened that if 
the pope ventured north of the border 
during his visit to Ireland, he would be met 
by massive protests and strikes. 

Vatican officials at first undecided about 
the Ulster part of the papal itinerary this 
week had no trouble making up their 
minds. The pope will not visit Northern 
lreland, they told British authorities. 

Paisley’s bigotry is as much an 
embarrassment to many Protestants in 
Ireland as it is a threat to Catholics. 

Anglican Bishop Arthur Butler said he 
would regard it as a privilege and honor to 
meet the pope and he rejected Paisley’s 
claim to speak for Northern Ireland’s 
Protestants as a. whole. (The Anglican 
church in Northern Ireland is about 10 
times larger than Paisley’s Free 
Presbyterian Church.) 

Butler admitted, however, that a papal 
trip to the north would not be advisable 
since political and religious extremists like 
Paisley might go to lengths to express their 
displeasure, pushing the army and police 


to their limits in providing safety. 

One would like to think that Paisley’s 
hysteria does not represent anyone but 
himself in Ulster. Sadly, the facts prove 
otherwise. His recent electoral successes 
to the British Parliament and the European 
Parliament show him to be one of the 
biggest vote getters in the province. 

If he does not represent a majority, his 
mob oratory has affected enough people to 
make a papal visit there useless as well as 
dangerous.

Compassion cannot alter history

For a long time it has been clear thatthe 
ultimate goal of pro-abortion zealots lies 
far beyond the mere legalization of 
abortion. 


Some indeed view this death-dealing 
procedure in almost mythical terms, as 


the embodiment of an unqualified power | 


to do exactly as one pleases without regard 
for the ethical constraints imposed by 
respect for the rights of others. 

IN VIEW OF this, it is not surprising that 
such people should engage in continuing 
efforts to secure for abortion an 
extraordinary position of privilege in law 
and public policy. 

Fanatics customarily demand special 
treatment for the object of their zeal: 

All this and more is illustrated in the 
case of a federal law, enacted some 
months ago, which may prove to be the 
focal point of the next big court fight on 
this issue. 

THE LAW IS the Pregnancy Disability 
Act. The question it raises is whether 
private employers can be*forced against 


_ their consciences to pay for employee 


abortions. 

The history of the act presents a classic 
example not only of pro-abortion zealotry 
but of good intentions gone awry and 
sloppy thinking and slipshod procedures

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by persons in positions of public trust — 
failures which have done much over the 
years to foster the cause of legalized 
abortion. 


The fundamental purpose of the 
Pregnancy Disability Act is noble: to 
require employers to pay health insurance 
benefits for pregnancy, childbirth, and 
related conditions. 


IT WAS PROPOSED and _ ultimately 
enacted as an amendment to the Civil 
Rights Act, in response to a_ highly 
controversial 1976 Supreme Court ruling 
that employers who refuse to provide such. 
benefits are not guilty of sex 
discrimination. 


Many. pro-life groups supported the 
legislation — at least in its basic intent. 


They correctly perceived that providing 
health insurance benefits for pregnancy 
and pregnancy-related conditions, 
besides being a matter of justice for 
working women, can make a significant 
contribution to family stability and be a. 
talking point against abortion for women 
otherwise concerned about loss of work 
time and money involved in childbirth. 


FROM THE START, though, it was clear 
that the drafting and enactment of the 
legislation would involve a struggle over 
abortion. 


jobs in this county has nearly doubled. 
In short, the illegal aliens are not taking 
jobs from American citizens, they are 
doing jobs which are helping the economy 
grow. Work done by aliens and income 
earned by them has benefited the San 
Diego economy and the economy of 
Mexico. 


IN MY POSITION as a _ county 
supervisor, | am charged with 
enforcement of state and local health and 
Sanitation laws. These laws and 
ordinances will not permit anyone to allow 
an unhealthy, unsanitary, or unsafe 
condition to exist on their property. 


In the McGonigle Canyon situation, a 
particular tomato grower tolerated the 
existance of 1,000 farm workers on his 
land living in cardboard and plastic sheet 
lean-tos, bathing in and drinking polluted 
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Pro-abortionists see only their side of issue 


Pro-abortion people wanted it included; 
pro-life people wanted it excluded. The 
congressional debates and negotiations 
were predictably lengthy. 


Equally predictable, the final result was 
a compromise. 


Although the statute allows employers 
to provide abortion benefits if they wish 
and leaves employer-union agreements 
covering abortion unaffected, it does not 
force employers to pay health insurance 
benefits for this purpose — with one 
significant exception.

(Regulations for carrying out the 
legislation subsequently published by the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion also oblige employers to provide paid 
sick leave for abortion.) 


No exceptions are made for conscience 
case. Employers must pay — period. 


HERE WE ARE well on the way to 
realizing one element of the longterm goal 
of the abortion zealots: not just that 
abortion be available to those who want it, 
but those who reject abortion on 
conscience grounds be forced to 
cooperate — economically and morally — 


lllegal aliens can’t be swept under the rug 


water (when they can get it), and 
completely without sanitary facilities.

in providing it. 

The statute contains other flaws — 
instances of sloppy legislative work which 
may well render it unconstitutional. 


While the language of the law covers ° 


abortions only “where the life of the 
mother would be endangered,” it provides 
no criteria for deciding whether this is or 
isn’t the case. 


SOME PRO—ABORTION doctors are 
notoriously lax in interpreting such “life of 
the mother” exceptions. 


Thus, this statute not only leaves the 
crucial question of interpretation up to 
such doctors but gives them the authority 
to impose their will on employers, who 
break the law if they refuse to comply. 


This is extraordinary. It amounts to 
giving one private citizen-the power to find 
another in violation of the law. No wonder 
that the constitutionality of this act has 
been called into question. 

THE PRO-ABORTIONISTS are fond of 
talking about the freedom to choose. But 
like most zealots, they are willing to 
tolerate only the freedom to choose what 

they want chosen. 

The abortion provisions of the 
Pregnancy Disability Act are appallingly 
coercive. And the need to overturn them in 
the courts is large and urgent.

PRESIDENT CARTER’S refusal to 
legalize the occasional and seasonal 
workers from Mexico (as Eisenhower did 
under the Bracero Program) creates one 
of the great human rights violations in the 
world.

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On July 16, 1913, a group of San 
Diegans—city officials, business and 
professional men, history buffs and 
ordinary citizens—armed with pick and 
shovel, gathered on Presidio Hill to begin 
the work of reclaiming the precious bits of 
tile which were once part of the original 
little chapel built upon that spot by Fray 
Junipero Serra and his sturdy band of 
Franciscan confreres.

THE USE OF those old worn and broken 
titles, so intimately associated with the 
past and which had lain for more than a 
century buried and forgotten in the dirt 
and debris of the hillside, lent the 
crowning touch of genius and sentiment to 
the occasion. 


The project had been proposed by David 
Charles Collier, a man who devoted most 
of his means and the best years of his life 
to upbuilding and developing San Diego. 


Collier suggested the plan to the Order 
of Panama, whose membership quickly- 
endorsed and generously-financed the 
project. The land for the envisioned 
monument was acquired by George W.

How important are cardinals? 


The role of the cardinals is to assist the 
pope in governing the church. They are 
similar to senators or cabinet members 
but have no legislative power. They are 
papal advisors who, since 1059, are also 
the papal electors. 

How they came into being is a history 
that is ambiguous and, frankly, boring. 
The popular theory is that the name 
cardinal is based on the Latin “cardo” 
meaning hinge; thus Pope Eugene IV said: 
“As the door of a house turns on its hinges, 
so on the cardinalate does the Apostolic 
See, the door of the whole church, rest and 
find support.” $ 

The question is, though, whether the 
word comes from “incardination” and 
Pope Eugene was just using a play on 
words. 

Sometimes cardinals were not ordained 
clergymen, but the Code of Canon Law 
(1917) states that the person must be a 
priest. Nowadays the person is usually a 
bishop. Both Pope John XXIII and Pope 
Paul VI, for example, named priests as 
cardinals and then ordained them bishops 
prior to the formal reception of the 


August 12, Nineteenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time (1 Kings 19:4-8; Ephesians 4:30-5:2; 
John 6-41-51). : 

“Praised be our Lord and Savior, God the 
Father!” That doxology, or praise-formula, 
is not found in the Bible. Yet the idea 
behind it is supremely biblical. 


Most of our readers would probably be 
surprised to learn that the title “Savior” in 
the New Testament is applied just about 
as often to the Father as to Jesus Christ. 
The doxology is quite orthodox. : 


THE IDEA BEHIND it is that throughout 
the scriptures God the Father is portrayed 
as the initiator, not only of creation, but 
also of salvation. ; 


In fact, even His creative activity is seen 
in the larger context of His saving activity. 
He is first and foremost a saving God, a 
Savior. “It is |, | the Lord; there is no savior 
but me” (Isaiah 43:11). 


The reason for our slight uneasiness 
about the doxology is, of course, that we 
are so accustomed to hearing Jesus

Marston and then signed over to the Order 
of Panama. 


THROUGHOUT the summer of 1913, 
the building of the cross proceeded 
without interruption and with the most 
wonderful spirit of cooperation on the part 
of all who had the opportunity of 
participating in the work. 

It was decided to have the solemn 
dedicatory services on Sept. 28. A large 
crowd gathered for the occasion to honor 
the “memory of Fray Junipero Serra, that 
saintly priest who, on July 16, 1769, on 
that same sacred spot raised the first 
Christian Cross in California.” 


The Spanish ambassador to the United 
States presided at the event, as did an 
Official legation from President Woodrow 
Wilson. 


CHARLES F. LUMMIS composed the 
inscription for the monument, which 
visitors today can read, in English and 
Spanish, at the base of the cross. 


There, atop Presidio Hill, a little back 
from the river and the bay, one can see 
today all that remains of the one-time 
Mission San Diego de Alcala which served 
the Indian rancheria of the Dieguefios.

cardinalate. 


Bypassing a papal law of 1586 that 
restricted the number of cardinals to 70, 
John XXItl had over 80—so that law is 
abrogated and the number now depends 
on the reigning pontiff. , 


An L.A. Times interview with Father Hans 
Kung (June 23) quoted him as saying 
Catholics should be given “a general 
permission” to go to other churches and 
share their holy communion and that “we 
should open our doors for others to come 
to us” and do the same. It would be great 
for Catholics and Protestants to share holy 
communion, but in my humble opinion it 
would have to be done in our church. What 
is your opinion? 

It is quite true, and a matter for 
rejoicing, that the scholarly Protestant- 
Catholic dialogues over the past 15 years 
have been most beneficial. In these 
explorations there has been a great 
respect for the various theological 
traditions and an academic honesty in 
refining the points of difficulty and 
divergence. It is the very clear stance of 
the church and many other denomina- 


proclaimed as Savior. And rightly so. 


ONE OF THE distinguishing characteris- 
tics of 2 Christian is one who accepts 
Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior. It is the 
common profession of every one of the 
major Christian church bodies. With the 
people of Samaria we, too, hold that this 
Jesus “really is the Savior of the world” 
(John 4:42). 


If the title “Savior” is applied to both 
Father and Son, it cannot be in the very 
same way. 


The Father is the Savior in the primary 
sense as initiator and goal of all saving 
activity. The Son is Savior as one “sent” by 
the Father (1 John /4:14), as the 
“mediator’ of salvation (1 Timothy 2:5), as 
the one “through whom” God has given us 
the victory (1 Corinthians 15:57). 


ALL OF THIS has an important bearing 
on our gospel reading. We saw in last 
week’s reading that in the first part of this 
discourse (vv. 35-50) Jesus is speaking of 
the “bread of life” in the sense of what he 
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faith

tions that there still exist too many barriers 
to inter-communion. 


The “come one, come all” invitation 
totally disregards the fact that the 
eucharist is a sign of unity and, in point of 
fact, we do not have that unity. With 
misguided zeal and a good dash of 
ignorance there have been ministers of 
communion who argue: “As long as you 
believe that the Lord is present, you may 
receive communion.” 


The law of the church is clear. But even 
though Father Kung has gone out on a 
theological limb in the past, he should not 
be condemned solely on the basis of an 
article in the newspaper. It is a matter of 
courtesy and common sense to 
‘investigate what he really said and in 
context. 


And even if he is wrong in this instance, 
there is still a great amount of good that he 
had done in the field of speculative 
theology. “Just because a person makes a 
mistake does not mean that he becomes a 
mistake.”

IN JESUS, the Father's saving love, 
already manifested to Israel, is now 
revealed as a Person. Heis the incarnation 
of that love, the Word-made-flesh whose 
total humanity leaves no doubt about the 
Father's desire to be with us: “Whoever has 
seen me has seen the Father” (John 14:9). 


Pentecost has shown us the Spirit as the 
divine power working within us, helping us 
to accept Jesus as the unique mediator of 
the Father's salvation. 


It is only in the Spirit, Paul reminds us, 
that we can proclaim that “Jesus is Lord!” 
(1 Corinthians 12:3). 


- AND SO THE whole content of our 
Christian faith can be summed up in the 
formula: to the Father, through the Son, in 
the Holy Spirit. 


And that, too, is why our opening 
outburst of praise is quite orthodox: 
“Praised be our Lord and Savior, God the 
Father!” 
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Being a parent today is much like 
driving down a busy street. You must focus 
on your immediate situation — the cars in 
front of you, the stop light; pedestrians — 
in order to survive. 


But you must simultaneously sweep the 
horizon for traffic signs, lane changes, and 
roadblocks ahead, so that you reach your 
destination safely and sanely. 


OCCASIONALLY, you run into a driver 
who focuses only on the immediate 
surroundings. He never has any 
accidents but‘he’s always in the wrong 
lane. 

He isn’t sure how to get where he’s going 
and he spends a lot of time detouring. He 
doesn't look down the road to see what's 
ahead so he can’t plan for it. 

This kind of parent focuses only on 
today. He’s busy running his children to 
games and lessons without pausing to 
wonder why. 

HE TAKES ON his children’s daily 
responsibilities like homework projects,

YOU CAN HAVE,a big influence on how 
much you take in this year and your 
expenses, especially those that have an 
impact on a tax return.

WASHINGTON (NC)—When President 
Carter fired Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Joseph Califano, the Wall 
Street Journal criticized him for firing the 
only Catholic in his cabinet. 


But Carter has named two Catholics to 
his new cabinet and may have a third 
waiting in the wings. 

CARTER’S PICKS for Attorney General, 
Benjamin Civiletti, and Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development, Moon 
Landrieu, are Catholic, as is Jerry 
Apodaca, former governor of New Mexico 
who is in the running to head the new 
Department of Education if Congress 
approves it. 


Appointment of a black or Catholic or 
Jew or Hispanic to a high level of post does 
not insure votes from the appointee’s 
ethnic or religious group. 


But such appointments can be 
important as links to various communities 
and as symbols of prestige and legitimacy. 
Hispanic leaders like Apodaca, for 
example, argue that Hispanics will not 
take their proper role in American politics 
until they have a Cabinet officer. 


LANDRIEU, 49, former mayor of New 
Orleans and chairman of the USS. 
Conference of Mayors, is a colorful figure 
with a national reputation in the Califano 
mold as an outspoken, liberal Catholic and 
Democratic activist. 


Archbishop Philip Hannan of New 
Orleans, a friend of the Landrieu family, 
describes him as “a very devoted family 
man” who “believes very deeply in the 
principles of social justice.” 


He said the whole family—Landrieu’s 
wife, Verna, and nine children (all their 
names begin with “M”)—is “tightly knit 
and very personable.” 

ONE SON WILL BE a sophomore at 
Catholic University this fall and Mrs. 
Landrieu won an award given by the 
archdiocesan Catholic schools’ women’s 
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organization. Landrieu taught a political 
science course at Loyola University last 
year. 


Emile Comar, general manager of the 
Clarion Herald, New Orleans arch- 
diocesan newspaper, said Landrieu stood 
virtually alone in the state legislature in 
the early 1960’s in opposing segregation 
policies. Landrieu is known across the 
country for bringing blacks into city 
government and fighting racism. 

Archbishop Hannannotes that Landrieu 
remodeled the house his family has lived 
in for years to stay in his old neighborhood, 
which is now racially mixed. 


COMAR ADDS THAT Landrieu 
supported federal aid for New York City in 
1975, a stand that was “extremely 
unpopular” in fiscally conservative New 
Orleans. 


Msgr. Geno Baroni, a HUD assistant 
secretary, said Landrieu’s appointment 
means “it will get a lot more political 
around here. If you’re political, you’ve got 
to start listening to constituents,” he said. 


Civiletti, 44, has kept a much lower 
profile than Landrieu in both his public 
and private life. 

FATHER DENNIS TINDERof the Balt- 
imore archdiocesan vocations office knew 
Civiletti several years ago when they were 
both in St. Pius X parish. 


Father Tinder described the parish as 
one with two factions—one very 


unenthusiastic—and a pastor who did not 


want to share responsibility. 


He said Civiletti helped both sides to 
learn to live together and helped write a 
parish council constitution that both the 
pastor and the reformers found 
comfortable. 


“1 DON’T THINK it would have happened 
if he hadn’t been there,” Father Tinder 
said. 

He said Civiletti is at his best in that kind 
of behind-the-scenes work, but he adds 
that Civiletti is publicly not a colorful

Civiletti apparently used that behind- 
the-scenes ability in getting a coalition of 
Hispanic groups to drop their opposition 
to his nomination. The coalition said that

Pope to find old friends, 
familiar places in U.S.

When Pope John Paul Il comes to the 
United States in October, he’s likely to find 
old friends and familiar scenes no matter 
where he goes. 


While still Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of 
Cracow, Poland, he visited the United 
States twice, spending a total of about 
seven weeks here during the two trips and 
seeing 19 cities. 


ON HIS FIRST VISIT in September 1969, 
Cardinal Wojtyla traveled-to I2 cities in 12 
days, going to Buffalo, Boston, Baltimore, 
Washington, Cleveland, Chicago, 
Hartford and New Britain, Conn., 
Detroit, St. Louis, New York, and 
Doylestown, Pa., where he visited the 
National Shrine of Our Lady of 
Czestochowa. 


On his second visit, which lasted almost 
six weeks in August and September of 
1976, Cardinal Wojtyla traveled to |3 cities, 
including six he had visited in 1969. 


He went to Baltimore, Washington, 
Detroit, Philadelphia, Boston, Buffalo 
and Niagara Falls, N.Y., Chicago, Stevens 
Point, Wis., Los Angeles, Billings and Great 
Falls, Mont., and Cincinnati. 


EXACTLY WHICH CITIES he will visit as 
Pope John Paul II wasn’t specified in the 
original announcement about the trip to 
the United States. 


During his 1976 visit, Cardinal Wojtyla 
attended the Eucharistic Congress in 
Philadelphia and lectured at Harvard 
University and at the Catholic University in 
Washington. 


Some of those who recall his 1969 visit 
say the cardinal was reluctant then to 
comment on political issues of Poland and 
the difficulties those with religious beliefs 
faced in the communist country. 


BUT WHEN HE RETURNED in 1976 and 
gave the homily at a mass for justice and 
freedom at the Eucharistic Congress 
before 25,000 people at John F. Kennedy 
Stadium in Philadelphia, he said:

‘A Thousand Clowns’ performed 
by excellent Fiesta Theatre cast 


SPRING VALLEY—“‘A 
Thousand Clowns,” the 
current production at the 
Fiesta Dinner Theatre, 
introduces the audience to 
some people they might 
like to have as friends. 


Most of the characters 
are people who make 
mistakes, but who always 
seem to grow in strength 
and dignity once they have 
admitted them. 


THE PLAY was written by 
Herb Gardner and _ first 
produced in 1962. Acouple 
of lines are somewhat 
dated in 1979, but 
generally the story still 
holds together well. 


The plot centers around 
Murray Burns, a_ non- 
conformist, unemployed 
television writer who sees 
the world as acircus with “a 
thousand clowns.” 


Murray lives in a one- 
room apartment in New 
York City with his 12-year- 
old nephew Nick, who has 
been there since his 
mother “went out for a pack 
of cigarettes seven years 
ago.” 

THE PROBLEMS begin 
when a pair of welfare 
workers arrive to determine 
if Nick is receiving proper 
care. Murray loves the boy, 
but still can not conform 
and put up a phony front to 
impress the welfare people. 


His antics bring about a 
fight between the two 
welfare workers, Albert 
Amundson and Sandra 
Markowitz, who also 
happen to be engaged to 
each other. 


Albert stomps off to 
attend to “the Leadbetter 
case in Queens,” while 
Sandra stays behind to fall 
in love with Murray. 


FROM THAT point on, 
Murray finds himself forced 
to try to conform, as the 


H.M. Wynant 


welfare board threatens to 
put Nick in a foster home 
unless Murray indicates he 
can provide a better 
atmosphere for the boy.’ 


The cast, led by H.M. 
Wynant as Murray, is 
excellent. Murray is a 
character who could be 
milked. for sympathy 
because of his sorrow, fear 
and, anger. Wynant, 
however, gives him an 


integrity that makes you 
feel proud of him, rather 
than sorry for him. 

The others, Robert 
Macnaughton as Nick, Pat 
Flanigan as Sandra, D. 
Clark Allen as Albert, and 
Albert Sklar as Murray's 
brother and agent, Arnold, 
all’ inject considerable 
dignity into their roles. 


THE ONE exception is 
Christian Grey, who plays 
Leo Herman, alias Chuck- 
les the Chipmunk, the host 
of a children’s TV show. 

Grey plays Leo as pathet- 
ic, aging and insecure. 
Although he doesn’t appear 
on stage until the third act, 
he is always present in the 
form of a glossy photo- 
graph which Murray uses 
for a dart-board. 

“A Thousand Clowns’ will 
continue at the Fiesta 
Dinner Theatre through 
Sept. 9.

Chancellor is ‘executive 
officer’ to Bishop Maher 


SAN DIEGO—When the pastors of 
most parishes in the San Diego 
diocese have a problem, they can go 
to the chancellor of the diocese for 
help. 


When the pastor of the Basilica of 
Mission San Diego de Alcala has a 
problem, he has to seek help else- 
where, since he is the chancellor of 
the diocese. 


Msgr. |. Brent Eagen was appointed 
chancellor in 1968 by the late Bishop 
Francis J. Furey. In 1971 he also 
assumed the pastorship of Mission 
San Diego de Alcala. 


BECAUSE OF HIS two full-time jobs, 
Msgr. Eagen finds himself ina 
somewhat unique position within the 
diocese. 


“Not only do | help plan various 
programs for the diocese, but ! also 
help implement them on the parish 
level,” he said. 


As chancellor, Msgr. Eagen said 
one of his main duties is to act as a 
sounding board for Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 


“PEOPLE ARE ALWAYS coming to 
the bishop with requests for their 
special needs,” Msgr. Eagen said. 
“The chancellor is someone who 
should be informed in the various 
aspects of the diocese so he can 
discuss the different needs with the 
bishop.” 

Msgr. Eagen compared the chan- 
cellor of a diocese to the executive 
officer of a ship. 


“The chancellor assists his bishop 
in the administration of a diocese just 
like an executive officer assists his 
captain in the administration of a 
ship,” he said. 


MSGR. EAGEN SAID he enjoys his 
duties as chancellor because he has 
the chance to serve not only the 
people of the diocese, but also the 
priests. 


“Not everybody has the chance to 
serve the priests,” he said. “That's 


what makes church administration 
special.” 


At the same time, however, he said 
he would be perfectly happy to be just 
a pastor. 


“] WOULD BE completely fulfilled,” 
he said. “Il always wanted to be a 
pastor. That's really where it is as a 
priest. It is where the church is most 
effective.” 

The Mission is Msgr. Eagen’s first 
pastorate. After his ordination on May 
19, 1956, the San Bernardino native 
served as an assistant pastor at St. 
Joseph Cathedral, San Diego, for six 
months, and at Holy Rosary Church, 
San Bernardino, for three years. 


At the same time he was at Holy 
Rosary, he also taught religion and 
literature at Aquinas High School in 
San Bernardino. 


AFTER OBTAINING a Master of Arts 
degree from Loyola University in 
1961, the then-Father Eagen came to 
the University of San Diego to teach 
English and American Literature. 


In 1964 he was named director of 
school relations at USD. He 
relinquished that position in 1968, 
when Bishop Furey appointed him 
chancellor of the diocese of San 
Diego. 

Named an honorary prelate in 1969 
by Pope Paul VI, Msgr. Eagen became 
the “temporary” pastor of the Mission 
in 1971. 


“LT ENJOYED IT,” he said. “When the 
personnel board met to select a new 
pastor for the Mission, | letthem know 
of my availability. They offered me the 
post and | agreed to accept it.” 


At that time, there were only 125 
families in the parish, according to 
Msgr. Eagen. Now there are 1,200 
families, he said. 


“As a small parish it was easier to 
relate to,” he said. “As it grew, 
however, we built a very fine staff. | 
have two very fine assistants, a parish 
sister and a CCD instructor.”
